For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable retails are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim­ 
ple application the experiment can be 
tried eaglly at hone* 
A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
Is pat into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—-for instance, between an ostlaerr 
candle end e lamp 
When the frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be eeen plainly on 
both side*. 
By moving the frame with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
lees brilliant light— that is, the candle 
—It w ill arrive Anally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared on both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always oocur when on 
both rides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prerai is ana no side tignt exists. 
Having reached this point» it oan be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper aud the lamp 60 inches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, then the light of the 
lamp will be as strong as that of nina 
candles 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
multiplied by themeelves and then di­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 times 66 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 6. 
This, of coarse, is the most primitive 
method tvr measuring light, bat it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the laboratories.—Pear- 
eon’s Weekly.

The Tide la Tornlng A gainst the Worn- 
en‘e “Enlarged Privilege#" M ovement. 
In The Ladies’ Home Journal Edward 
W. Bok editorially discusses Mrs. Jtrlia 
Ward Howe’s recent utterances in regard 
to existing social conditions, or, more 
definitely stated, to the effects upon so­ 
ciety of woman’s exercise of "enlarged 
privileges.” Mrs. Howe concedes that 
the manners of polite society today are 
not so polito as they were in her youth, 
that young women are losing in tone 
and culture and dignity, and young men 
in esteem and deference for women, with 
the result of a general cheap and easy 
standard of nanners. Notwithstanding 
this damage to society Mrs. Howe be 
lieves that superior external benefits 
have accrued; that women are leading 
nobler and better lives and filling larger 
places. Mr. Bok assents to Mrs. Howe’s 
first proposition, but radically dissents 
from her conclusions. ‘ * The fact is, ’ ’ he 
says, "that women of every mind are on 
all sides beginning to reckon the cost of 
this ‘movement’ foi the extension of 
their ‘privileges. * Even those who were 
strong adherents in the ‘faith’ at the 
beginning are showing signs of an abate­ 
ment of enthusiasm. 
It is not alone in 
the circles of fashion that the poisonous 
arrows of woman’s ‘enlarged sphere’ 
have entered, but in every grade and 
walk of our social life. And in each in­ 
stance absolute damage has been dona 
“ Wp need not go so far as to say that 
as men and women we are deteriorating, 
or that the social structure is in any 
danger of collapse. 
It is not so bad as 
that. But U is bad enough. New ideas 
have been interjected into our lives and 
they have brought forth new conditions. 
A new sense of self reliance has been im­ 
bibed by women. 
And what is the re­ 
sult? Menhuve tacitly inferred that wo­ 
men scorn the sort of consideration 
which at one time they felt was their 
tribute to womanhood. Naturally polite­ 
ness lias become lax, the grace of home 
is often forgotten. 
Happily, however, 
a quiet revulsion of feeling on this ques 
tion of the sexes has slowly become no­ 
ticeable, and the opinion is general that 
there has come a distinct turn in the 
tide. 
"Fortunately we have not outlived 
the possibility of a speedy and healthy 
return to that halcyon condition of 
things when the surpassing charm of 
civilization was the deference paid by 
men to women.

A Pum ice Stone Barrier. 
A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 
miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of the 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, the 
port being Telok Retcung, in Bunds 
straits. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost seem to be the supreme effort of 
nature in the pumice making line were 
it not that such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for pumice stone. 
But pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. 
It is 
only the air cavities in it that make it 
light, and as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. 
Most of the 
pumice we use in Europe comes from 
the Lipari islands, north of Bicily, "thi 
home of Vulcan,” whence Vulcano as 
the name of one of them, and our "vol­ 
cano” as descriptive of the natural fea­ 
ture of which it is the type. 
Here are 
the pumice quarries—at Monte Chirioa 
and its crattrs Monte Pelataand Forgia 
Veccbia—where over 1,000 men are at 
work in the narrow tunnels and galler 
ies, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. The whole hillside is perforated 
with groups of these tunnels, whiob 
number between 200 and 800 and are so 
narrow that the men can hardly pass 
each other in them. And just as coal i* 
found in beds alternated with sandstone 
and shale, so the pumice is in layers be 
d harder lavas and ashes.—Leisure

After the present emperor ascended 
the throne of China his government 
fielded the point and agreed to receive 
the diplomatic corps in the same man­ 
ner that they are received by the sover­ 
eigns of Europe. 
The first ceremony of 
the kind, which took place on March 6, 
1891, was an event in Chinese history. 
The members of the several legations 
arrived at Fu Hua, or East Flower gate 
of the forbidden city, at 10 o’clock on 
that morpiug in 8pdan( chairs, eaqh. es­ 
corted by two mounted officers of the 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by the members of the Tsung li Yamen, 
who conducted them to the Shih Yung 
Rung, the temple of the great river god, 
when they were offered tea and sweet­ 
meats. An hour later they were escorted 
to the Tsu Kuang Ko, or reception hall, 
a handsome building profusely decorated 
with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars j ufacture at Murauo. 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
"" 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which was covered 
ontside and in with yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
with gilded dragons. 
The dean of the 
diplomatio corps, escorted by membexs 
of the foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and the ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace and civil and m il­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the cm- 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was giveu a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
wero made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by 
interpreter lute 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prinoe Ching, 
who had been standing on the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended tho steps, approached the table 
in front of the emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. 
The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft­ 
er the diplomatists had returned to thei» 
places between the dragon pillars, his 
remarks being translated into Chines« 
by Princo Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at thres 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall were 
covered with inscriptions 
and rare 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares 1 % 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures. Tho supporting columns were 
of red lacquer, covered with figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of the emperor stoof 
Prinoe Po, on his left Prince Ko, an4 
near him Prince Ching. The room was 
lined on either side by two rows of higk 
officers of the Imperial guards and 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of the imperial family. No armi 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor and the princes. 
The im­ 
perial escort, bearing long red laoquered 
spears, with silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could bo seen just outsid« 
the doors. They presented a picturesqu« 
appearance. 
On either side of the em­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
be painted imitations of peacock tail* 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China. 
Lengthy inscriptions in Mantchoo were 
engraved upon a marble plinth back of 
the throne. Six immense incense bowl* 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by ah 
immense cloisonne dragon of great 
value, were placed around the platform, 
while from the ceiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps made during fcht 
Toa-Kuang dynasty. 
On the table is 
front of the emperor, which was cov­ 
ered with yellow satin, embroidered 
with figures of dragons, was placed th« 
pipe of his majesty, a pieoe of carved 
jade and gold, the handle formed by 
the body and tail of a dragon, itsmouife 
as the tobacco bowl. 
Within tho pink walls that surrounded 
the forbidden city are several temple# 
and 4/0 or more palaces and other build­ 
ings which are occupied as residence* 
by the emperor's immediate attendant* 
and officers of the guard. 
They are all 
of one story and of uniform architecture 
differing only in dimensions* Their ex 
teriors ago paiijted that pfajuliat. white 
whicbkEuro§eana Rave' bpwed fcseu.ohl«. 
to imrfftte and roofed with tiles of im 
perial yellow. The Fu Hua* or East 
Flower gate, is reached from the Turta* 
city by passing over a marble bridge 
handsomely decorated and bearing*sev- 
eral tablets w ith inscriptions that be­ 
token long life, prdsperity, happineM 
and other blessings. Immediately befor# 
the gates are the western gardens, hand­ 
somely laid out in the highest taste and 
skill in landscape architecture, and but 
rounding a lake that covers several acrea 
The nearest temple is dedicated to th* 
great river god, add there the emperor 
offefll sacrifices to appease that disorderly 
joss, who is responsible for the fioodi 
which so frequently devastate the low­ 
lands of northern China. —Chicago Reo 
ord.

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Ther* W orks of A rt, N ot Monstroflitios, 
Are Produce«—How th e D ew ea d ssU oI 
the Old Venetian Ola#*worker* Make 
B eautiful Article* of Use and Ornament, 
llastrated 


Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island of 
Murano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are the de- 
acendants of the old Venetian glass- j 
workers, and of late years they have i 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in the past, of 
glassblowiug. 
The old Venetian glass was what is 
oommonly called blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
which givo it its trne beauty and value 
for art purposes, and though you may 
neglect these and force it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. Whatever glass may 6a, It 
is in its natural stato not crystalline, sc 
that nature is outraged when wo grind 
It into sharp angular forms that belong 
rather to other materials. The old Vene- 
tian glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained with the richest 
possible colors, and ull theye qualities 
are retained in the newly rewried maiv 
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There is one more strong point in fa- 
vor of glass blown and work»*d over 
than molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, and aa 
it is almost impossible that any two 
should be exactly alike, unit's» their 
form is very simple iadeed, the buyer 
chooses according to his fancy and is 
sure that no one else possesses a piece 
exactly the same size and shape. In the 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
minium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but thi« 
destroys at onoe the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano material is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, oi at 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
The 
flamma, 
perhaps 
more 
strange than beautiful, the millefiore, 
the smelze, including perfect imitation« 
of agates, chalcedons, lapis lazuli, etc., 
for mosaic, the aqua marina, rich ruby 
colors, the brilliant aweuturino, all are 
here, and many other kinds of work, 
some of which are imitation! of the old 
glass and some new inventions. 
The tools used are a hollow reed of 
iron, a few instruments like shear*, of 
different sizes, and a stamp with a 
strawberry shaped die. 
The end of th« 
rod is dipped into molten glass of, say. 
ruby color, and a portion accumulated 
on Its end. 
ft too much or too httle is 
taken, the wineglass w ill not be of th« 
right size, and if the metal, as it is call­ 
ed, is not of the right temperature, the 
color w ill be too dark or too light Tho 
lump is rolled on a table into symmetry 
and neateci again. 
A few turn* of wmj 
rod and a breath or two through it, and 
a hollow ball appears at the end. 
One 
extra puff of the breath and the bowl 
would be too large and too thin. A boy 
brings np a small portion of white glam, 
which he has picked out of another res­ 
ervoir and blown hollow. This must be 
so hot as almost to drop off the rod, and 
must be ready at the exact moment He 
touches the bowl with it and the two 
adhere like sealing wax. 
A pull asun­ 
der and ono dextrous twist form the 
delicate stem of tho wineglass upon 
which three little lumps of glass aw 
then stuck and stamped as strawberries 
and the whole is again Introduced into 
the furnace, where it would instantly 
droop out of shape but for the deft ma 
nipulation which it undergoes. 
By the time it is heated the boy is 
ready with another globe of glass, per 
haps of a different color, which be 
causes to adhere to the bottom of the 
stem. The man spins it around between 
his shears, nipping part of it almost off, 
and thus gaining the right quantity of 
metal for the foot, no less and no more 
One tap on an iron ledge breaks the tin 
perfluous piece, and leaves a small hoi« 
at the point of the fracture. Once more 
the action of the fire is called in to soft 
en the brittle material, and when the 
pear shaped ends come out tho points of 
the closed shears are introduced to 
widen the opening into a cnplike form. 
A small lump of awenturino is by 
this time on the end of the boy’s rod, 
melted and only saved from dropping 
by his dexterity. 
Ono toach and it ad­ 
heres to the end of the cup just formed. 
He puts it out and winds it around, ad­ 
hering as it goes to tho edge. Again the 
fire does its duty, and then the artist 
finishes the form of the foot-, detaching 
immediately the bulb at- the top from 
his hollow rod. 
Another rod, with a 
molten piece of glass, is prepared for 
him by the boy’s ready co-operation, 
and is pressed against the oenter of the 
foot, to which it adheres. 
Into the fire 
goes the whole pi»ice, and "#hen with 
drawn the bowl of tho glass is partly 
shaped by the shears, awenturino wound 
around th^'dge as before u itb the foot. 
A last heat, and w ith artistic care the 
delicate, crocuslike 'oowl, which *o some 
flay to cqntaiu the .sparkljng wip^ 
completed. —London Globe.

Heretofore these troop* 
were used in the defense of the city. 
Since Thursday’s raid on Guanabacoa 
J the city has been attacked almost every 
night, and Thursday night 350 Cuban 
cavalry rode for two hours through the 
city. The damage done amounts to 36 
house* burned and a large quantity of 
supplies and ammunition seized; also a 
large number of mule* loaded aud ready 
to leave the city were taken. 
Sharp Firing Near Havana. 
There is a conflict of opinion in Ha­ 
vana as to whether the forcing of the 
trocha by the Cubans Saturday was by 
guerilla bands or by the vanguard of 
Maceo’s army in a movement to unite 
with Gomez. 
Spaniards have given no 
definite new* from the front for a week 
and at the same time have redoubled 
their censorship of the press 
Sharp firing was heard again yester­ 
day in Havana from the neighborhood 
of Guanabacoa and other suburbs of 
that section, and all Havana is excited 
over the occurrence. 
Over 500 refugees 
have passed into the city during the 
past five days from that section, fearing 
for their lives during tho fight* between 
the soldiers and the insurgent*. 
Nearly til the Havana volunteers have 
gone to the (rout, but ss fast ;ia they 
rout the guerillas in one place they en­ 
counter them in another, milking a suc­ 
cession of running fights, all within five 
to IO miles of the oily. 
About IOO sol­ 
diers have been killed or wounded so 
far in thee© engagements.

In its most sim­ 
ple application the <Apartment cen be 
tried easily at homo. 
A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
Is put Into a frame and placed between 
two flame# of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
aquilia Mad g lamp 
When the frame Is equally distant 
from th* two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By mowing the frame with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward th* 
less brilliant light—that in the Candia 
—it w ill arrive Anally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared on both sides of the paper. This 
dsoeptkm most always occur when en 
both aid** of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light emista 
Having reached this point, It can bs 
ascertain ed how much stronger is the

T h e In fe rn o 's C h im n ey . 
One of the queerest volcanic and goo 
logical freaks that have recently been re­ 
ported is just now being investigated 
by the people residing in and near liai­ 
son Ville, Chester county, S. O. 
The 
freak in question is a hole in the ground 
from which proceed strange roaring 
sounds and occasionally dense clouds of 
vapor and srnoka Tho hole is not more 
than ten inches in diameter, and on that 
account it would probably be mort 
proper to speak of it as the ’scape pipe 
of the engine of hades. This queer open­ 
ing in the earth Is situated on what is 
known as tho Nicholas Colvin plantar 
item For 20 yards around tho hole the 
ground is moist and heated. 
When an 
attempt was mode to investigate the 
opening, the investigators postponed 
matters ind* finitely when they got down 
to a depth of eight or ten feet aud found 
that the smoke and heat were unbear­ 
able. 
At times the noise made by this 
slumbering (or waking) volcano can be 
heard for a distance of five miles. —S t 
Louis Republic. 


A P a w Ice S to n e B a rrie r. 
A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 
miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
16 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not tho sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of the 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, tile 
port being Telok Retcung, in Bunds 
straits. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost seem to be the supremo effort of 
nature in the pumice making line were 
it not that such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
pier© for pumice stone. 
But pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. It is 
only the air cavities in it that make it 
light, aud as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. Most of tire 
pumice we use in Europe comes fro rn 
the Lipan islands, north of Sicily, “ Ult 
home of Vulcan, “ whence V alcano as 
the name of one of them, and our “ vol­ 
cano” as descriptive of the natural fea 
tun* of which it is the type. 
Her© are 
the pumice quarries—at Monte Chinoa 
aud its craters Monte Pelataaud Forgia 
Vecchia—where over 1,000 men ar© at 
work in the narrow tunnels and gallar 
lea, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. The whole hillside is perforated 
with groups of these tunnels, which 
number between 200 and 300 and are sc 
narrow that the men eau hardly pass 
each otht-r in them. And just as coal is 
found in beds alternated with sandstone 
and shale, so the pumice is in layers be* 
o harder lavas and ashes. —Leisure

a handsome building profusely decorated 
with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay celom The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in w ith yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
with gilded dragona The dean of tho 
diplomatic corps, escorted by rn em bets 
of the foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and the ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace aud civil and mil­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne, 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were mode. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter into 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prinoe Ching, 
who had been standing on the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended tho steps, approached the table 
in front of the emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantehoo dialect aft­ 
er the diplomatists had returned to theii 
places be tween the dragon pillars, his 
remarks being translated into Chinees 
by Princo Ching, sentence by sentence 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at thro* 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall wen 
covered with inscriptions 
aud rare 
paintings of enormous size. Tho ceiling 
was compost'd of wooden squares I ^ 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures. Tho supporting columns were 
of red lacquer, covered with figures of 
gold dragona 
On the right of the emperor ©coof 
Prinoe Po, on his left Prince Ko, ani 
near him Prince Ching. The room was 
lined on either side by two rows of high 
officers of the Imperial guards aud 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of the imperial family. No arms 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor aud the prince* The im­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, with silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outside 
the doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. On either side of the em­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared Un 
be painted imitations of peacock tails 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China. 
Lengthy inscriptions in Mantehoo wears 
engraved upon a marble plinth back of 
the throne. Six immense incense bowl* 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by aa 
immense cloisonne dragon of great 
value, were placed around the platform, 
while from the ceiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps made during th* 
Toa-Kuaug dynasty. On the table in 
front of the emperor, which was cov­ 
ered with yellow satin, embroidered 
with figures of dragons, was placed th* 
pipe of his majesty, a piece of carved 
jade and gold, the handle formed by 
the body and tail of a dragon, its moult 
as the tobacco bowl. 
Within th© pink walls that surrounded 
the forbidden city are several temple* 
and AD or more palaces aud other build 
ings which are occupied aa residences 
by tho emperor's immediate attendant* 
and officers of the guard. They ai*© a1! 
of one story and of uniform architecture 
differing only in dimensions* Their ex 
tori ors ago punted lhat yta^ulnwc* whdx 
whichdSuro&ttUH l*nve * In'veF bam abl* 
to imHHte and roofed with tiles of Im 
penal yellow. The Fu Hua, or East 
Flower gate, is reached from the Turtai 
city by flossing over a marble bridge 
handsomely decorated and bearing'sot - 
eral tablets with inscriptions that be­ 
token long life, prUfeperity, happiness 
aud other blessings. Immediately befur* 
the gates are'the western gardens, hand­ 
somely laid out in the highest taste and 
skill in landscape architecture, and but 
rounding a lake that covers several acies 
The nearest temple is dedicated to th* 
great river god, and there the emperor 
Off cit svxifieos to appease that disorderly 
' joss, who is responsible for the flood* 
which so frequently devastate the low 
lnnd» of northern Ohkia. --Chicago Roc 
Ord.

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AN AN CIENT INDUSTRY REVIVED IN 
T H E ISLAND OF MURANO. 


T h a n W orks of A rt, N ot M onstrosities, 
A re Produce©—How the D eiw odSD ti o f 
th e Old Venetian Glassworker* Make 
B eautiful A rticles o f Use and Ornament. 


Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island of Murano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are the de­ 
scendants of the old Venetian glass* 
workers, and of late years they have 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in the past, of 
glassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass was what is 
commonly called blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
which give it its true beauty and value 
for art purpose®, and though yon may 
neglect theso and force it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. Whatever glass may ha, it 
is in its natural state not crystalline, so 
that nature is outraged when wo grind 
it into sharp angular forms that belong 
rather to other materials. The old Vene­ 
tian glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained with tho richest 
possible colors, and all these qualities 
are retained in the newly revived maiv 
of acture at Murano. 
Thor© is one more strong point in fm 
vor of glass blown and worked over 
than molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, and aa 
it is almost impossible that any two 
shonld be exactly alike, unless their 
form is very simple \ idced, tho buyer 
chooses according to his fancy and is 
sure that no one else possesses a piece 
exactly the same size and shape. In the 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
minium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys at once the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano material is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, OI at 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
The 
fiazuma, perhaps 
more 
strange than beautiful, the millefiore, 
the sm cl re, including perfect imitations 
of agates, chalcedony lapis lazuli, etc., 
for mosaic, the aqua marina, rich rob; 
colors, the brilliant aweuturino, all ar© 
hero, and many other kinds of work, 
some of which are imitation! of the old 
glass and some new inventions. 
The tools used are a hollow reed of 
iron, a few instruments like shears, of 
different sizes, and a stamp with a 
strawberry shaped die. The end af th* 
rod is dipped into molten glass of, say, 
ruby color, and a portion accumulated 
on its end. it too much ox too httl© ii 
taken, th© wineglass will not be of th* 
right size, aud if the metal, as it is call­ 
ed, is not of the right temperature, th© 
color will be too dark or too light Tho 
lump is rolled on a table into symmetry 
and heated again. 
A few’ turns of the 
rod and a breath or two through it, and 
a hollow ball appears at the end. One 
extra puff of the breath and th© bowl 
would be too large and too thin. A bo; 
brings up a small portion of whit© glass, 
which be has picked out of another res­ 
ervoir and blown hollow. This must be 
so liot as almost to drop off the rod, aud 
must be ready at the exact moment ll© 
touches Die bowl with i t and th© two 
adhere like sealing wax. A pull asun­ 
der and one dextrous twist form th© 
delicate stem of the wineglass upon 
which three little lumps of glass ar© 
then stuck and stamped aa strawberries 
and the whole is again Introduced int© 
tho furnace, whore it v?ould inatantl; 
droop out of shape but for the deft mw 
ululation which it undergoes. 
By the tim© it is heated th© boy i* 
ready with another globe of glass, per 
haps of a different color, which he 
causes to adhere to the bottom of the 
stem. Th© man spins it around between 
his shears, nipping part of it almost off, 
and thus gaining the right quantity of 
metal for the foot, no less and no more 
One tap on an iron ledge breaks the sn 
perfluous piece, and leaves a small hoi* 
at the point of the fracture. Once mom 
the action of the fire is called in to soft­ 
en the brittle material, and when the 
pear shaped ends come out the points of 
the closed shears are in trod need t© 
widen the opening into a cnplike form. 
A small lump of awenturiuo is by 
this time on th© end of the boy’s rod, 
melted and only saved from dropping 
by his dexterity. One touch aud it ad­ 
heres to the end of the cup just formed. 
He puts it out and winds it around, ad­ 
hering as it goes to the edge. Again th© 
fire does its duty, aud then the artist 
finishes the form of the foot, detaching 
Immediately the bulb at the top from 
his hollow rod. Another rod, with a 
molten piece of glass, is prepared for 
him by tho boy’s ready cooperation, 
and is pressed against th© oehter of th© 
foot, to which it adheres. 
Into th© fir© 
goes tho whole piece, aud When with­ 
drawn tho bowl of tho glass is partly 
shape**

A last heat, and with artistic care the 
delicate', crocnslike howl, which is some 
day to copatain tho .sparkling wyiu, lh 
completed. ~London Globe.
